Work horses shou ld be grain fed; 
a horse cannot work and keep in con­ 
dition on grass alone. 
An average 
sized horse al hard work will requ ire 
abou t 1C pou nds of gcod mixed hay, 10 
pou nds of cracked corn anil oats and 
4 pou nds of wheat bran per day. 
A 
bu shel of fine-cu t hay weighs abou t 
8 jiou nds, and corn chops abou t 45# 
pou nds to the bu shel. 
One-haif peck 
of corn chops and one qu art of wheat 


et of water. 
Let the horse rest ano 
cool off before wat ring. 
One gallon 
may be given to each cu e at one time. 
Have fly nets—a gu ano sack cu t open 
may be u sed in place of a leather net 
to keep off flies. 
Have strong bu t 
light harness. 
Keep the collars clean, 
wash the shou lders off with cold wa­ 
ter when brou ght in. and ru b dry. For 
chafed shou lders du st with powdered 
air slacked lime or dress with cru de 
petroleu m. 
Keep the stables clean,

The com m ittee

charge of the w elfare of the b oys is 
m ade up of Joe Carroll, Tony Costen- 
zo, Tony Monico and Sam Kalin, all of 
them were once newsb oys, b ut now 
are prosperous b usiness men.

mo v ements 
between 
co o king 
sto v e, sau cepan shelv es, sink, sto re 
cu pbo ards and larder sho u ld be re­ 
du ced to as few steps as po ssible. A 
stu dy o f this ju st makes all the differ­ 
ence w hen y o u do y o u r o wn wo rk. The 
larder sho u ld face the no rth, so that 
it is alway s co o l, 
and 
its 
shelv es 
sho u ld be o f slate. 
The co o k’s table 
sho u ld hav e sto re cu pbo ards behind it 
against a wall u p to the ceiling, with 
shelv es 11 inches wide, and with slid­ 
ing do o rs in fro nt. 
Belo w the table 
sho u ld be cu pbo ards fo r u tensils, pie 
dishes, basins, mo lds, cake tins and 
so 
o n. 
Clo se 
by sho u ld be o ther 
shelv es fo r sau cepans, 
fry ing pans, 
kettles and so fo rth. 
The co o king sto v e sho u ld be placed 
so that, y o u can walk aro u nd It. 
It 
sho u ld stand u po n a tiled hearth, and 
the wralls at back and sides sho u ld be 
tiled. 
Ralls sho u ld be fix ed at back 
and sides o n which to air linen, which 
is then kept all o u t o f the way and 
free fro m du st. 
The prettiest way to 
arrange the co o king sto v e is to co py 
the Du tch fashio n and hav e a wo o den 
paneled cano py abo v e it, with a sho rt 
v allance hanging do wn to the plate 
rack; o n this cano py can be fix ed 
Delft plates, bo wls o r the pretty little 
Du tch figu res. 
To p v entilatio n sho u ld be arranged 
fo r abo v e all co o king sto v es; heat and 
fu mes are thu s carried o u t o f the ro o m 
at o nce. 
Fu rther, the sky light affo rd­ 
ing this v entilatio n sho u ld be o pen in 
mo re than o ne directio n; then which­ 
ev er way the wind is blo wing there 
will alway s be a lee side and no do wn 
drau ght.

It sho u ld be rath ­ 
er deep; then it can be u sed fo r wash­ 
ing smaller articles at ho me. 
Drain­ 
ing bo ards o f whitewash sho u ld be 
placed at either side o f the sink, and 
these sho u ld hav e so me semicircu lar 
gro o v es cu t in them, no t V-shaped; 
the latter ho ld water. The sink sho u ld 
be o nly a step o r two fro m the co o k­ 
ing sto v e; then sau cepans 
can 
be 
rinsed o u t at o nce after the dish is 
co o ked. 
If no thing in a sau cepan is 
allo wed to catch fire o r bu rn, o r to dry 
hard, they are no tro u ble at all to 
keep perfectly clean and in go o d o r­ 
der. 
The lo ng time that sau cepans 
last is o ne o f the mo st no ticeable ad­ 
v antages o f liv ing witho u t serv ants. 
Sav ing o f ex pen'se is effected in many 
little way s like this, which are difficu lt 
to detect in detail, bu t the effect o f 
which can be easily seen when the 
qu arter’s ex penditu re is analy zed.

Note bow our Lord em ­ 
phasizes the great truth o f r«9iim o ­ 
tion (30-32) and see the plain teaching 
of Job tx, 25. 27; Isa. xxv!, 19; Dan. 
xii, 2. etc. 
See also bow our Lord 
says that Ex. iii. 15. teaches not only 
life apart from the body, but also the 
resurrection of the body, and note how 
H e indorses the story of the burning 
bush, which is today ridiculed by the 
wisdom of this world (Mark xii. 26: 
“H ave ye not read that which w as 
spoken unto you by God?” we have 
our Lord’s indorsement of Rom. xv. 
4, “W hatsoever things were written 
aforetim e were written for our learn­ 
ing.” 
Unless we hear God speaking 
to our souls as w e read His word we 
have not read with profit and should 
read until His word takes hold of us 
w ith power. 
In verse 30 His word 
that in the resurrection we shall be 
“as the angels.” or. as in Luke, “equal 
untq the angels.” Is explained by His 
saying concerning marriage. 
The next tempter is a lawyer scribe 
who wants to know which is the first 
or great commandment in the law. To 
bim Jesus quotes I)eut. vi, 4. 5; Lev. 
xix. 18. "summing up the Ten Com­ 
m andments in love to God and to 
man and adding. “On these two com ­ 
ma ndments 
hang

“There is 
none other commandment greater than 
these" (Mark xii. 31). 
Mark records

aw ay to continue to establish his own 
righteousness, not subm itting to the 
r ig h te o u s n e s s of God (Rom. x. 2-4). As 
to this summary of the law see also 
Rom. xiii. 8-16. 
And now Jesus has a question for 
the Pharisees as to whose Son the Mes­ 
siah is to be. to which they promptly 
reply. “T he Son of David.” 
Then 
come from our Lord the quotation 
from Ps. ex and the question. How 
can He be David’s Son since David by 
tho Spirit calls Him Lord?
